THK COST OF MANI'FACTTRK 


Government faying K\fesslve Prices 


For Manufnt-tiireil Prmlufts. 


(By Congressman Clyde II. Tavenner.) 


Washington, Sept. 9.—Who would 


imagine that a government like the 
United States of America would pay 
$25 for an article that it could manu- 
facture itself for $12.50? 


Hut it has been doing this very thing 


for a great many years. The go\ern- 
rnent is paying $25 for 4.7 inch shrap- 
nel, 
the character of ammunition used 


in heavy field guns, and at the same 
time it has been manufacturing at 
/Krankford LXrsena^, 'Philadelphia, a 
portion of Its supply for $12.52, all 
overhead charges included. 


Field artillery ammunition is not an 


exception. 
The records of the War 


Department show thai the government 
has been paying private manufactur- 
ers' from 25 to 33 per cent more for 
small arms cartridges, and from 33 
to 50 per cent more for Held artillery 
ammunition and equipment, than it 
can manufacture them for in its own 
arsenals. 


The question that naturally arises 


is Why has the government been wast- 
ing the people's money in this manner? 
I confess that 1 cannot answer. 
I 


have tried to find a reason, but have 
run across no one in Washington as 
yet who could give me one. 
I have 


'finally concluded there isn't any rea- 
son' that the government has simply 
been doing it and we will have to let 
it go at that. 


"But will the government continue 


to pay the private manufacturers ex- 
cessive prices? 
That depends some- 


what on whether the people are inter- 
ested. If Ihe people have no objeclion. 
it is reasonable to presume the gov- 
ernment will not get excited. 


I have introduced in Congress a 


"series of six bills providing for a to- 
tal appropriation of $1,030,000 to en- 
large the plant at the Rock Island Ar- 
senal, Rock Island, 111., so that the gov- 
ernmenl may manufacture ils own field 
artillery equipment ami ammunition 
and small arms cartridges.^ 


The program of the War Depart- 


ment calls for $20,000,000 worth of 
field artillery ammunition. 
I believe 


the government could save $5,000,- 
000 on this order alone. 


Ball cartridges, caliber .30, fur the 


regulation service rifles were made at 
the Frankford Arsenal in 1!U2 for 
$26.!>5 per 1.000 including all overhead 
'charges. For the same cartridge pri- 
vate manufacturers are receuing $3S.- 
40. 


Why should the government pay 


private manufaclurers 
$1.70K for a 


three inch caisson when it is manufac- 
turing the identical article at Rock 
Island Arsenal for $1,081, all overhead 
charges included? 


Why should the government pay 


private manufacturers $3.268 for a 
three inch gun carriage proper when 
it is manufacturing the same thing at 
the Rock Island Arsenal for $2,3-11? 


Gen. 
Crozicr, head of the 1'nitcd 


States War College, expresses the o- 
pinion that in the manufacture of field 
artillery gun carriages at Rock Island, 
he could save the government approxi- 
mately 25 per cent of the prices being 
paid private manufacturers. 


The authorized program of the War 


Department calls for the purchase of 
about $11,000.000 worth of Held ve- 
hicles, gun carriages and equipment. 
Twenty-five per cent of $11.000.000 is 
$2.750. 000,,or a saving of more than 
double the amount of the appropria- 
tion I ask for. 


How much the United States govern- 


ment has paid in excessive prices to 
private manufacturers for army and 
'navy materials in the last twenty years, 
1 would hesitate to guess at. That the 
sum would equal the cost of an entire 
fleet of modern battleships, I have not 
the slightest doubt in the world.

the contrary it considers them bru- 
tal. 
But aside from any differences 


as 
to 
these 
two statutes, there is 


plenty to commend in the list of hu- 
mane legislation put into effect 
as 


the result of the labors of the last 
session. 


While the silo has many advantages 


over old methods of feeding, there are 
a few benefits which are seldom men- 
tioned in the agricultural press. I likej 
to think of a silo as a big tireless cok- 
er designed to prepare palatable food | 
out of material which would otherwise 
be wasted. 
The fire-less cooker, used 


by the housewife, requires heat ap- 
plied by a stove but the cow's tireless 
cooker needs only nature's heat which 
comes from fermentaliun. When green 
material such as corn, or forage of any 
kind, is cut up and crowded up into an 
air-tight 
compartment, it 
at 
once 


starts a fermentation which produces 
heal. This heat in the average silo ris- 
es as high as one hundred fifty degrees, 
and the temperatur^; is kept up from i 
one to two weeks or even longer. The 
acid which is set free with the high', 
tempcralure and lack of air serves lol 
break down Ihe hard, woody fibre of 
Ihe forage and dissolves the cellulose,', 
thus selling free much food material 
which would otherwise be lost. 
Silo- 


ing, in other words, is a digesting pro- 
cess and the animal eating good silage 
has this advantage, part of the work 
of digesting has already been complet- 
ed. 


Weed seed, which finds its way into 


the silo, is destroyed; for the action of 
heat, moisture and acid germinates and 
destroys the seeds. With the average 
silage corn on the average farm there 
is a large amount of weed seed har- 
vested, and this would find its way 
back to the field if it were nol passed 
Ihru the silo. Silage Is also a pasteur- 
ixetl food, free from germ life, there- 
fore it is wholesome. 
Bacteria linds 


it very uncomfortable to withstand the 
heat and acid. 
Well cured silage is 


therefore the safest kind of food for 
animals, being free from spores and 
germs. 


Those who have tasted silage know 


that it is sour or tart. This is caused 
by the presence of two acids, namely, 
acetic and lactic. These 
acids 
are 


wholesome and beneficial to the ani- 
mal, 
Acetic acid is found in many of 


the fruits, while lactic can be describ- 
ed as that which makes sour milk or 
butter milk. This .,i- i,c ac'it i;. one of 
the most valuable tonics or aids to di- 
gestion that we know of. It is a germ 
destroyer and is altogether wholesome 
and beneficial. 
One noted European 


bacteriologist claims it prolongs life, 
as it destroys countless numbers of 
bacteria. 


Could we extract from the silo this 


most valuable acid, in a pure form, the 
value of silage would be ten times its 
present commercial value. Some day 
no doubt, this will be accomplished and 
then we will be pulling up silage In 
make lactic acid, which in turn can be 
used by both man 
and 
beasl. 
Of 


course Ihe great value of the silo al 
least for the present day is lu turn •! 
product fwhich 
is largejiy going to 


waste, into a valuable-stock food. It 
is lo save Ihe corn slalks and leaves, 
Ihe kaflr corn, sorghum, milo maize 
and alfalfa from being wasted or lost 
entirely. It is putting up in a conven- 
ient form one or more year's supply 
of food for our stock, thus making us 
independent of drouth or crop failure. 
It is a means of lowering the cost of 
making beef, milk and mutton on the 
farm. 
It is a wise conservation move- 


ment which will save the people of this 
country millions of dollars. 
It will 


feed our stock so Ihey will be well 
nourished and always kept in good or- 
der. It will make possible not only a 
profitable slock 
business, 
but 
will 


largely Increase our stock production. 
II conies al a most opportune time, 
and should be taken up by e\ erj pro- 
Kre.ssive armer.

Poison ivy contains prussic. acid. 


This is found principally in the youpg 
leaves and buds;, in older leaves there 
is very little of it. 


In three and 
one-half ounces of 


young leaves there is about a quarter 
of a grain of the acid. 
< 


As in other plants in which prussic 


acid is found, the poisonous substance 
does not exist in its perfect form, but 
developes as soon as the leaves are 
bruised, a chemical action being set 
up through the union of an enzyme 
with a glucosid.
